ings, or cause or authorise the same to be done; or to carry, or cause to

be carried in any public place any fire, burning coals or brand unless the

same be shut up in a covered veesel; or to carry or cause to be carried

in any place containing hay, straw, shavings, or other combustible material

any lighted candle or brand, unless the some be securely enclosed against

all accidents; provided, however, that such refuse, including weeds, graso

or brush may be burned only on a permit from and under the supervision of

the Chief of the Fire Department or the Fire Marshal,
